Enjoying a well-rounded social pro- 
gram in conjunction with an instruc- 
tive and comprehensive discussion of 
junior college problems, John “Sky” 
Dunlap, president of the Associated 
Students, attended the tenth semi- 
annual conference of the California 
junior college student presidents’ 
Association held at San Bernardino 
junior college Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday of last week. 

The main item of business trans- 
acted at the sessions was the framing 
of a petetion to be presented to the 
state board of education, asking that 
the junior college be taken out of the 


present secondary school system and 
placed in a distinct unit entirely sep- 
arate from the high schools. 


The delegates were unanimous in|! 


the opinion that the junior college 
had outgrown its connection with 
high school regulations and that a 
Separate classification and _ status 
should be provided. The petition, 
which is given in full below, will also 
be presented at the meeting in April 
at Santa Cruz of the presidents and 
deans of the junior colleges of the 
state. The general idea of the whole 
for the passing of a bill in the 1933 
movement is to work up sentiment 
legislature. 


Among other problems taken up 
were student discipline, college acti- 
vities, compulsary student tickets, co- 
operative student book store, social 
functions, administration faults and 
the advisibility of abandoning the 
state conventions. After much dis- 
cussion, it was decided to hold two 
state conventions each year, one in 
each section of the state. Williams 
Institute in North Berkeley was a- 
warded the next convention to be held 
some time in October.

Associated Students of the college 
are overwhelmingly in favor of stu- 
dent control of smoking regulations 
it was revealed by results of the re- 
ferendum vote cast yesterday. The 
balloting resulted in 71 votes for stu- 
dent regulations concerning the prac- 
tice which has in the past been res- 
tricted by several unpopular rulings. 

Other issues which revealed the 
favor of the students as to types of 
regulations received the following 
ballots: smoking in cars adjacent to 
campus, 55; smoking beyond center 
of the street, 10; smoking not. less 
than one block away from the cam- 
pus, 10. 

It is expected that the executive 
board will follow’ the recommenda- 
tions as voted yesterday when they 
draw up the new miling. Two -weeks 
ago much agitation was expressed 
by board members concerning the 
rule passed by the last semester ex- 
ecutive board. A referendum signify- 
ing the students support, it was de- 
cided, would be need before any fur- 
ther changes would be made in the 
law.

A New School Unit 


Presidents of student bodies of California junior colleges 
are unanimous in their recommendation that the junior college 
be made a separate school unit apart from the restrictions of 
the high school and secondary schools under which these in- 
stitutions are chaffing at the present time. 

The regulation to this effect which was passd at th presi- 
dents’ three day convention held in San Bernardino is only the 
first step in a plan, which it is hoped, will ultimately result in 
a bill being passed in the state legislature setting the junior col- 
lege apart from the secondary system. 

The advantages of such a change are numerable. First,
